Of course we don't v/ant 
filthy or unsightly industries, or of course we don't want Bar Hill 
swamped v/ith tatty development but we BO WANT a village which has a 
residential, commercial and industrial face which attracts people, 

We will not throw off the third rate image which we have in the rest 
of the Cambridge area unless v/e take positive attitudes rather than 
the sanctimonious nit-picking that we have seen during the past year 
over Tescos and Que.ensway, 

All of us who have bought property on Bar Hill have known that a 
superstore and industrial and retail warehousing have been an integral 
part of the village dev^pment since 1966, Anyone who didn't like'^ 
the idea should have moved somewhere else. The rest of us who came 
because vie wanted to be part of something which was properly planned 
- even if it is taking years to achieve - rather than live on a soul¬ 
less housing estate tacked on to an existing village. Bar Hill will 
never get status until it has shown itself capable of providing a real 
identity. The "keep them out" attitude of the' Residents Association 
and the Parish Council makes me wonder if they secretly support the 
views of the Bavid Holbrooks of this v/orld - they don't seem to be 
on our wavelength. To avoid the lynch mob please keep mv name to 
yourself.

5. Camb District Council can help. (My phone is C.H. 80400). 

Closing day for nominations to be in at S. Camb. District Council 
is noon on Thursday April 8th. 

2. Boolanakers . Planning permission is being sought by B & D Book- 
makers for -the use of Spit Fixings shop unit in the Mall as a 
licensed betting shop. The Parish Council have reservations about 
such an activity and will have tested residents opinions at the 
Annual Parish Meeting. Please, if you have an opinion about such a 
use will you contact myself or any Parish Councillor. 

3. V ill age Green . Is that area of grass between the spine path and 
the L-.c>u-,ol/farm buildings. It does not include the small area to the 
east Ox the farm/school. This latter area is for the sole use please 
of the school children, when at school. 

4. District Council . Like the Parish Council elections these 
eleictions have the same closing date, namely noon on Thursday April 
8th. 

3. Keymarkets . Unfortxmately there is no buyer at present for the 
lease. 

6. Tescos . Are hoping to start work on the site during May. 

Obviously the site will not be a good place on which to play, so.- 
parents please note. 

7. Trees . About 50 more trees have recently been planted, outside 
the perimeter road and at the Pheasant Rise end of the spine path. 

My thanks to the few who helped with the tree planting. 

8. {■-004 In~qrchange-Dualling . Surprisingly the opening of the new 
traffic arrangements"has given rise to much discussion. As was_jnade 
clear a year ago the interchange v/as only the first part of a scheme 
which includes the dualling of the A604 between Lolworth Service 
Station and the Madingley turn off the A604. As a result we shall be 
inconvenienced for probably the next 20 months, until the dualling is 
complete. This inconvenience could get worse as for instance with 
the "coning-off" of the whole length of the central lane as a safety 
measure, or when the existing carriageway is broken-up and relaid. 

We did advise Longstanton Parish Council a year ago that the existing 
traffic flow on the B1050 might be inteirupted. Such interruption is 
happening - however when the new carriageway is built it will start 
as 2 lanes and become 3 lane carriageway when the Bar Hill/Longstanton 
traffic makes the third lane off the flyover. 

Perhaps v/e can all show some thought for other road users during the 
next months when the traffic flow may be disrupted. 

9. Allotments . The legal title to the land has now passed to the 
Counc-i.l. The developers have given the 2^ acres of land to the village 
for the cost of only their legal fees. 

10. Planning . _ 

a, Qucensvfay Warehouses. The Council had strong reservations 

about this application for a 40,000 sq ft building on the ware¬ 
house site. It is thought that the building would be too large 
and look obtrusive on the site in question; the site is that 
nearest to the village.

b, Carrigas Ltd, They are hoping to build a distribution depot 
on the warehouse site at the edge nearest the Lolworth Station. 
We had no objection to the revised application. Carrigas hope 
to start work soon and be in occupation by Autumn. 

Applications - notice is posted on the Mall noticeboard of every 
planning application of which v;e receive a copy. 


21 i. The GoLf Tournament at the Hotel . As vjb are unhappy with the 
advised traf'f'ic control arrangements we shall be seeking further 
information and assurances. Any necessary advice/information will be 
given to residents. 

12. Banking . The Parish Council have supported the local banking by 
transferring their accounts to the local National V/estminster branch. 
This may help towards providing 5 day banking at Bar Hill, as will 
the local support given to the Bank by residents. 

13. Village Maintenance . As you may have noted the developers have H 
sent maintenance money demands - in part arrears but also for the B 
current year, due 25th December 1975 in advance to 24th December 197^ 
V.Taile it will not be possible to hand over maintenance responsibilities 
at March 31st (June 30th is the aim) the developers do accept that 
although the maintenance contribution is due in advance there v.’ill be 
unused money which will be transferable to the Parish Council. 

Freeholds of houses will be for sale - the cost should be reasonable, i 
providing that arrears of maintenance money have been paid. ] 

14. Play Equipment. This year we will be buying and erecting small 
pieces of play equipment, probably to be sited on two play areas_that 
are a distance from the Green, e.g. the edge of Pheasant Rise? 


15. VThippet Coaches to St Ives. The full timetable can be seen at 

the Mall bus stop and also inside the bus shelter at Oatlands Avenue. 
Eastern Counties are running additional services into the village at 
present - the service numbers can be seen on the new bus stop near 
the roundabout. For the present the 151 to Cambridge will not be 
coming in to the roundabout. ^

Sv/op a plant 

Due to unfortunate circumstances the April lecture on flower growing 
has h 9 .d to be cancelled. In it's place, however, we have what can be 
a very interesting evening. The programme will consist of a 'Plant 
Exchange' and a 'Gardeners Question Time'. April is the time for 
dividing border plants and sowing seeds. If you have any plants or 
seeds left over don't throw them away, bring them along to the meeting 
and exchange them. You may find a plant there you were unable to 
obtain elsewhere. 

The second part of the programme will be the question time with a 
panel of 3 knowledgeable gardeners who will answer your questions and 
solve the problems that arise during your gardening activity. So come 
along to the school at 8-15pm on April 7th. V/e look forward to your 
support. 

Tasks for April 

With rains and approaching v/arm weather, weeds and pests will begin 
to be a problem. Regular hoeing of flower borders will prevent weeds 
getting a strcsrig-hold and thus making hard work of removing them. Have 
your spray ready for the onslaught of greenfly and other pests. Pruning 
of roses should be completed. Spray every 10-14 days with a combined 
insecticide and fungicide (systemic type) to control pests. Black spot 
and mildew. Keep a watch out for suckers! Plant out bedding plants 
and divide established plants v/hich are taking up too much room. 

House plants repot or pot on. V/hilst they are out of the pot check 
root system for pests and disease. Pot on your plants if the root 
system is getting too crov/ded. 

Vegetable growers;- time to plant out early potatoes, sow early peas 
and dwarf beans (mid April). Cabbage, Savoy and leek - sow in seed bed.
